The President seems intent on following 
the example of Louis Napoleon, as far as 
lie has power to do so. He tiied to engage 
the United States in a war with Chili, and 
filling in that is now directing his attention 
to Great Britain. 
He has baen for a year 


or more negotiating a treaty with England 
to submit all questions in dispute in the 
Bearing Sen controversy to arbitration, but 
be has manipulated the matter in snob a 
way as to create a war scare, his object 
being to boom himself for the nomination. 
Washington correspondents say hi* course 
has not favorably impressed the naajortty 
of the Bepnblioan Senators, who Bay e war 
between the United Stites and Great 
Britain 'or a cause so trivial as a year's 
fishing for seals would be a oriiae against 
civilization. 


Elaine has washed hit hands of the 


whole affair, and his friends say it has 
been directed by the President without 
consulting Blaine, who for nearly two 
weeks has been too ill to attend to any 
business.

prominent Republicans in the Senate and 
disliked by a large number of Republicans 
in the West, the party machinery ia many 
of thn Stttes is run by hia adherents and 
there ia scarcely any doubt of his nooaina 
tion at Minneapolis.

IMPRISONED FOR DEBT.

his friends are doing all they can to check 
the growing belief that electricity is the 
cause of heat and motion. 


In his dioanssion of other worlds than 


ours Prof. Proctor dwells long on tbe in- 
habitants of Merdnry, basing his arguments 
on tbe supposition that -SKrcnry revolved 
on its axis ia about twenty-four hours, 
making the days and nights of that orb 
about eqnal to thope of the earth. But re- 
cently it has been discovered that Mercury 
revolves only once in abont eightycight of 
our doya. 
Therefore its days of sunshine 


would eqnal nbont fourty-fonr of ours and 
its nights would be of equal length. This 
would cause heat sufficient to boil water, 
and would so change tbe conditions of tbe 
weather on Mercury as to make it impossi- 
ble for animal life to exjfet.
